is not fo often, this may be the reafon, why 1 
founds not fo Proper to the Ears of the Perfon {pe- 
cified. And if he never obferv'd it before, no won- 
der, that it foundsHarfh and Uncouth. : 

It is to no purpofe in this particular Cafe 
in fome Cafes it may be an Ufeful Method ) to 
turn the Sentences into Latin, to try the Sound of 
them in another Language, becaufe all Languages 
have Ideoms and Proprieties Peculiar to themfelves.

by an Equivocal Expreffion, 

Q. 1. To the Britith Apollo, Your Solution of the 
Queftion I fent you fome time ago is far from being 
Satisfaétory.

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and it's own Axis, were it not, that their Centri- 
py ous Motion is an Over-ballance to their Centri- 
Motion. But from the Centripetous Moti- 
on it undeniably follows, that all Bodies are now 
Lighter than they woud be, if the Earth were to 
ftand ftill, fince their Centripetous Motion pro- 
portionably detracts from their Centrifugous Mo- 
tion, which is their Principle of Gravitation.
